F YOU HAVE NOT READ “Wilderness 

Wile,” the book to which “Three's a Crew” 
(McClelland and Stewart) jg the sequel, run, 
don’t, walk to your nearest bookseller’s (and 
I don't mean lending library either, for you 
are sure to buy it eventually). You must 
read it, not only for its zest and humor and 
freshness, but to get t je cast of characters 
oft the present book, ahd .for the author's 
philosophy of life, if anything so full of 
action and adventures can be called a phil- 
osophy.
